The School Board approved 
hiring Nate Dionne to replace 
Mr. Florenski.

Matt Stevenson demonstrated 
for the board a door security 
device recommended by 
Charlevoix County Sheriff 
Chuck Vondra. The Sheriff 
Department is willing to sup- 
ply the school with a device 
for all classrooms to secure 
doors during a lock down 
event. Stevenson said he and 
staff are in the process of re- 
vamping the school’s crisis re- 
sponse plan.

place in 2020. From wing 
walkers and jet powered 
school buses to A-10s and py- 
rotechnics, historic World 
War II aircraft and para- 
chutists to Lamborghinis 
and aerobatic jet teams. 
Since 2010 the airshow 
brought big world excite- 
ment “up close” to young 
and old alike. 

The Airshow, which just 
completed its 10th successful 
year, wanted to end on top. 
This was solidified with the 
appearance of the most cov- 
eted and sought after air- 
show attraction in the world, 
the U.S. Air Force B-2 Stealth 
Spirit Bomber which per- 
formed at this year’s air- 
show. 

Matt Barresi, Gaylord Re- 
gional Airport Manager 
states, “Timing is everything 
and rather than see the event 
become stale or routine we 
wanted to have it end ona 
high note. In the events 10 
year history the airshow has 
always paid for itself and 
this year was no different.” 

Barresi and Otsego 
County leadership had thor- 
oughly reviewed the airshow 
and its future direction and 
grounding the event was a 
difficult decision for all but 
we felt the timing was right. 
Wings Over Northern Michi- 
gan Airshow can retire with 
much to be proud of. The last 
two years of the event has 
seen its largest audience in 
2018 of 20,000 + spectators, 
followed by its largest 
amount of sponsor dollars 
received in 2019 at almost 
$100K. 

“The event which became 
bigger each year has actually 
outgrown our airport and 
since we are not designed to 
be a large event venue it 


would cost untold tens of 
thousands of dollars to mod- 
ify the airport infrastructure 
for the event to continue 
without scaling it back. We 
can’t turn back the clock and 
be a small event as it’s not 
what any of us want and not 
what we want to give the 
public.” 

Wings Over Northern 
Michigan has certainly pre- 
sented audiences with amaz- 
ing top level performances 
during its 10 year history. 
The total number of per- 
formers in the air and on the 
ground brought more than 
100 acts. Attendance over 
the years totaled over 175,00 
people of every age from 
across Northern Michigan 
and across the Midwest. 

The first show was held 
the weekend of June 19, 2010. 
Performances at that first

Michigan’s retirement only 
closes one chapter of Gay- 
lord Regional Airport his- 
tory. The airport and its 
team is going to remain an 
integral part of the commu- 
nity’s fabric through the 
monthly Veterans Coffee and 
other events, as well as serv- 
ing the needs of the County’s 
air commerce. 


Editors note; I have had 
the great privilege of covering 
the Wings Over Northern 
Michigan airshow for the 
paper and volunteering at the 
event in various capacities 
each year since its inception. 
While I am saddened to see the 
event retire, I would like to ex- 
tend my gratitude and thanks 
to Matt, the airport staff, Ot- 
sego County officials and the 
incredible support of the com- 
munity for bringing this amaz- 
ing event to our doorstep. 
Over the last decade, the air- 
show has brought “big city” 
excitement and top tier per- 
formances to thousands upon 
thousands of northern Lower 
Michigan families, friends and 
aviation aficionados. We all 
thank you for the memories. 
Job well done!

OF THE MONTH 


The Veteran of the Month 
for August 2019 is Paul 
“Tag” Stanford Utley. Born 
July 13, 1921 in Smith Mills, 
Kentucky to parents Paul 
Brooks and Louise Whitman 
Utley. He attended school 
there till the eightieth grade, 
when he left to work on his 
Uncle”’s farm known as the 
“River Bottom Farm”, lo- 
cated on the banks of the 
Ohio River. Soon he would 
join the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps (CCC) camps and 
left his home in Kentucky 
for Sitkum, Oregon, where 
he worked for two years 
building fire trails, and 
bridges. On October 3, 19389 
at the age of eighteen years, 
Utley enlisted into the 
United States Army at Fort 
Knox, Kentucky. After basic 
and advanced training was 
assigned to the 21st Field Ar- 
tillery Battalion, Battery B, 
Fifth Infantry Division, 
known as the Red Dia- 
monds. Training with the 
155 mm Field Howitzer, 
Utley was proud that he 
earned expert gunner, and 
became a gun Captain. He 
served through out World 
War II taking part in the oc- 
cupation of Iceland, Nor- 
mandy Landings, and 
Campaigns of Northern 
France and the Rhineland. 
On September 12, 1944 dur- 
ing a campaign in France, 
He was seriously wounded 
in action. Returning back to 
the United States, on 6 July, 
1945 at the Separation Cen- 
ter Camp Atterbury Indi- 
ana, Utley received an 
Honorable Discharge from 
Military Service having at- 
tained the rank of Corporal, 
and awarded the European 
African Middle Eastern 


Theater Ribbon with Three 
Bronze Stars, the American 
Defense Service Medal, and 
the Purple Heart Medal. 

Returning home to Ken- 
tucky, Utley decided to look 
for work in Detroit, Michi- 
gan. He worked for the City 
of Detroit, driving Street 
Cars. There he met the love 
of his life, and on October 8, 
1948, married Josephine 
Rose Skop of Boyne Falls 
Michigan. Utley retired after 
32 years with the City of De- 
troit and he and Josephine 
moved their family to Boyne 
Falls Michigan. He began a 
second career as head of 
maintenance for the Holiday 
Inn of Petoskey, Michigan 
retiring in 1983. Utley was a 
member of Boyne City 
American Legion Post 228, 
and the Military Order of 
Purple Heart Veterans. He 
loved to play checkers, 
travel the United States, and 
was a big NASCAR fan. He 
was a loving Husband, Fa- 
ther, and Grandfather. On 
January 26, 2000, at Lady 
Lake, Florida, Paul “Tag” 
Stanford Utley, answered 
the final call and is being 
honored by his son Chuck 
Utley and family.

Dear Dave, 

I’ve got about $3,000 in 
credit card debt. Would it be 
a good idea to transfer the 
balance from my credit 
card to another one that 
has a much lower interest 
rate?

Dear Tammi, 

Lots of people who find 
themselves in your shoes 
make the switch to low-in- 
terest rate credit cards. A 
lower interest rate will help 
you save a little money in 
the short-term, but the 
drawback is it can also 
make you feel like you’ve 
addressed your problem 
with debt when you really 
haven’t. You’ve got to 
change the behavior and 
the mindset that put you in 
that situation in the first 
place. Besides, most low-in- 
terest, or no-interest, credit 
card offers are only good for 
a short period of time. 
There’s always a catch! 

I discovered long ago that 
personal finance is only 
about 20 percent head 
knowledge and 80 percent 
behavior. Emotion is a key 
element to getting out of 
debt and staying out of 
debt. You’ve got to get re- 
ally mad at debt, the impact 
it has on your financial life, 
and attack it witha 
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concerns. The Board 
watched a video designed to 
inform parents about the 
steps involved in this 
process.

First, cut 
up your credit card and 
close the account. Then, 
sell some stuff and take a 
part-time job nights or 
weekends for just a little 
while. You could wipe out 
all your debt in less than a 
year by doing that and 
starting to live on a strict, 
written, monthly budget. 

If you don’t get mad 
about it and take a stand 
against debt, and become 
determined you’re never 
going to fall into that trap 
again, you’re liable to find 
yourself back in the same 
situation or worse!

INFRASTRUCTURE 
SCHMINFRASTRUCTURE 


To the Editor, 

Ain’t gonna happen folks. Elec- 
tion next is a pipedream for the 
Big Fix of roads, bridges and 
tunnels. There are reasons for 
this but it requires some retro- 
spective roadmaps. I happen to 
have one from 1963, a real Road 
Atlas published by Rand Mc- 
Nally. The full US map display at 
the front shows Route 66 from 
Chicago to Los Angeles with a 
few superseding I-40 stretches 
intervening. In Michigan there 
was a short portion of I-75 from 
Detroit to Toledo and there were 
intermittent Interstates here and 
there to indicate that Eisen- 
hower’s grand plan was coming 
into affective reality though far 
to go, way far. Even the Eastern 
Seaboard was sparse of freeways 
but the toll road from Cleveland 
to Philadelphia was intact com- 
plete with tunnels through a 
couple mountains. Essentially 
though there was no freeway 
system in 1963. 

By 1965 many youths of this 
country and some international 
voyagers were hitchhiking and 
driving coast to coast and all 
over Europe in that heyday of 
antiwar revolution so-called, the 
world in any case being on the 
move, even jumping freight 
trains for the Woody Guthrie ex- 
uberance of that On The Open 
Road lifestyle that Jack Kerouac 
and Walt Whitman before him 
had glorified. Even young fe- 
males were seen hitchhiking 
cross country. San Francisco 
was the major destination. 

But now it’s all 
crumbling. Though this cross- 
country infrastructure was built 
largely from the 1950s through 
the 1980s and constantly up- 
graded and added onto hence, 
much of the main arteries hail 
from the 1960s through 70s. 
That’s more than fifty years, and 
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we know how roads are, always 
with the potholes, eroded shoul- 
ders, cracks, low spots and dips 
from earth settling and even 
sinkholes. You have to maintain 
these roads and it takes constant 
funding to do so. There weren’t 
anywhere near the number of 
trucks on the road back then as 
there are now, big diesel trucks 
with weight that puts extra pres- 
sure on highways designed to 
carry much less traffic than now 
daily-nightly crisscrossing the 
country. 

So what’re we gonna drive on 
when the roads are rubble, the 
bridges collapsed, the tunnels 
caved in? Well, those parts of the 
country still above water will 
continue to dredge and grade 
what’s left, use detours, use 
plane travel more, possibly heli- 
copter service, bicycles, 
walk. Absenting some real vi- 
sionary with about a fungible 
gazillion dollars, they’re — the 
people who get paid to fix roads, 
namely politicians — not gonna 
fix nothin’. These roads, mainly 
the Interstate System, were built 
at a time when the country was 
prosperous, postwar America 
when anything was possible. We 
landed and walked on the moon 
back then! Had that momentum 
continued positively, the best as- 
pects of the sixties, the Civil 
Rights Acts, socialized Medicare 
implementation, Women’s 
Rights, fledgling computers and 
internet, the sense that integra- 
tion had finally become a poten- 
tial reality, this world might 
have been on a road toward ac- 
tual accord with both nature and 
modernity, a blending of natural 
preservation and technological 
innovation. But no. Not gonna 
happen although kernels of that 
still exist through those stal- 
warts who do it anyway, keep on 
plugging away at impossible 
tasks. 

It’s not just Donald Trump; it’s 
the Congressional heap standing 
between the people’s needs and 


will to make it happen. There re- 
ally is a swamp there in Wash- 
ington DC. Moving across the 
Road Atlas, let’s say Route US-50, 
hang a right at US-31, proceed 
north until above the 45th Paral- 
lel which is Northwestern Lower 
Peninsula Michigan. The free- 
way extends to slightly north of 
Cadillac on the west side though 
on the eastern side, dissected by 
I-75, traffic is much heavier. On 
the west the roads are two and 
occasionally three-lane for pass- 
ing. Freeways on the west side of 
Michigan were resisted even 
though bandied about for 
decades, some consternation 
being felt at preserving the 
quaint character still available. 
Some would prefer the Cleveland 
style Rocky River boat marina 
plan whereat the freeway serv- 
ices all travel but allows excur- 
sion to Rocky River’s harbor 
with sailboats, boutiques and 
chic restaurants with quick on- 
off ramp convenience. Not so 
Northwestern Michigan. Here 
you have to drive two-lane high- 
ways and actually look at the 
countryside, the autumn leaves, 
the lakes and farms until you’re 
forced to gaze upon Lake Michi- 
gan’s blue water and about a 
gazillion smaller lakes and 
rivers. Traffic is not heavy but 
for brief tourist season conges- 
tion in Petoskey’s Bayview en- 
clave. Roads throughout Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Emmet Counties are 
maintained well enough to allow 
safe driving as much as 
State/Federal funding 
allows. The traffic is much 
lighter so decay is prolonged way 
beyond down below, meaning 
south of the imaginary line be- 
tween Saginaw Bay and 
Muskegon. Up here you can ac- 
tually get road repair attention 
by letters to the editor. Try that 
in Flint.
